7. To see if the Town will vote to exempt the 
Fair Ground property from taxation for a term of 
vears providing said property is purchased by the Coos: 
and Essex Agricultural Society. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to instruct Select- 
inen to appoint special police officer for night service in 
Lancaster Villagefor ensuing year, and raise money 
for same. | 

9. To see if Town will vote to raise money for the 
observance of Old Home Week and direct how the same 
shall be expended. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to pay one-third 
of the cost of a bridge across the Connecticut River at 
South Lancaster, providing the enabling act now before 
the Legislature becomes a law. | 

11. To seeif the Town will vote to allow the pro- 
pr ietors of the Lancaster House to close that hotel dur- 
ing the winter months of each year, and if so under 
what conditions.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


We make thefollowing reportin regard to what has 
been done by the officers of the town in the various de- 
partments for the year ending Feb. 15, 1909, and hope 
that the same is sufficiently clear to make it unnecessary 
for us to make extended comments. 

But we wish to make a few explanations in regard 
to work that has been done and will take this up under 
the head of the different departments :, 

Highways. 

The town voted, at March meeting, to raise $5,000 
for highways, under one article, and under another 
voted to raise $1,500, and direct selectmen to apply 
for state aid, making a total of $6,500 for highway 
purposes. It was found that the previous board of 
selectmen had applied for state aid and that the account 
had not been closed. According to report of A. W. 
Dean, State Engineer, Feb. 15, 1908, the state of the 
joint fund was as follows: 


Amount in Town Treasury $1,402 00 
OR eee i | 582 00 
Balance of joint fund for 1907 $1.984 00 


To apply for state aid for 1908 the town was re- 
quired to contribute $2,301 and the state $575.25, thus 
the amount of the joint fund for 1908 was found to be 
$4,660.25. Of this amount it will be seen by the above 
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figures the town would have to contribute $3,703. 
Taking this amount out of the total amount raised by 
the town for highway purposes, $6,500, we have only 
$2,797 left for repairs and breaking roads in winter 
which is not sufficient. Wemadea proposition to Mr. 
Dean that the joint fund for the two years should be 
laid out.as follows: 


Northumberland Road #2,660 
Village District 600 
East ‘fe SOO 
South te SOO 
Total joint fund $4,860 


This was agreed to by the Governor and Council 
and we laid the money out in the different districts as 
near to the above figures as possible, exceeding the 
amount of the joint fund only $50.54. This work was 
taken charge of by the road agents in the different dis- 
tricts and we feel that the work was well done and will 
prove satisfactory. If we apply for state aid this year 
the amount will finish the Northumberland road. This 
we hope the Town will think it advisable to doas the 
Town of Northumberland has begun at the Lancaster 
line and worked north so that when our work is com- 
pleted we will have a good road, over what has been the 
worst part of the road between Lancaster and North- 
umberland. 

We have recommended $5,000 for highways which 
will not be too much to keep our roads in good condi- 
tion, but if we apply for state aid $2,301 more should 
be raised. 


Sidewalks. 


We contracted with Mr. Smardon of Portland, who 
had done work for the Town for two previous years, to 
build a cement walk from a point near the Noyes’ cross- 
ing up to and by the Library. We paid the same price 
for this work that had been paid for the previous work, 
$1.50 a square yard, and the work seemed to be up to 
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a high standard. Later in the season we decided to 
build a piece of cement walk, the town furnishing labor 
and material. The piece of walk selected for this ex- 
periment extends from Cottage Street to the Kimball 
corner. Mr. Mareel Vashaw had charge of the work 
and used the same formulas as that used by Mr. Smar- 
don and the walk when completed seemed to be first- 
class in every particular. 

The cost of the walk above mentioned was about 
$1.00 a square yard. With a good man to take charge 
of this class of work the town can build good cement 
walks at about $1.00 a square yard and at that price 
it is a much better walk than the tar and pitch kind 
and cheaper in the end. 


Sewers. 


By order of the Board of Health we extended the 
sewer on Summer Street to Wolcott Street and on Wol- 
cott Street as far as there are any houses to enter, 248 
feet. We also extended sewer on Middle Street 316 feet 
to Michael Carty’s. This work with the care exceeded 
the appropriation slightly. 

We have recommended the same amount as last 
year, which we think will be ample to take care of, and 
make such extensions as will be necessary. 


Town Accounting. 


We have bought a new set of books for keeping the 
financial accounts of the town. Mr. Brown, our town 
clerk, has had charge of starting this set of books which 
is assurance that it is well done and that the accounts 
will be correct and legible as records. In our report we 
publish two financial statements, oneas of Feb. 15, 
1908, and the other Feb. 15, 1909. The reason we do 
this is, that in starting a set of books, we found it im- 
possible to use the financial statement of the last town 
report, as items appeared as available assets which we 
could not treat as such and liabilities left out which we 
had to recognize. For instance, we do not consider 
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money in the hands of the Cemetery Committee an 
available asset as it isnot in the hands of the Town 
Treasurer, and cannot come into the town Treasury 
without the vote of the town. On the other hand the 
unused earnings of the cemetery trust funds isan active 
hability against the town. So in order to make a fair 
showing as to just what we have done for the past year 
we publish the two statements and as every item in 
each statement is headed in the same manner the 
difference in the footing of the two must be the net 
result of the year’s business. 


Street Lighting. 


According to vote of Town the Selectmen with Mr. 
Charles Cleveland acting instead of Fred 8. Linscott on 
the board asked for bids on the street lighting of the 
Town. 

The Lancaster & Jefferson Electric Company and 
Jones & Linscott were asked to bid on the following: 

First: To furnish current for 130 30-candle power 
A. C. constant current, series, incandescent lights, all- 
night service with free renewals for one year. 

Second: ‘Tofurnish currentfor such number 30 candle 
power A.C. constant current, series, Incandescent lights, 
all night service, as may be designated by the Select- 
men oi said town with free renewals for a term of five 
years. Also price on such number, if any, of 6.6 ampere 
series, constant current, inclosed arclamps of approved 
type, as may be designated by said town during a term 
of five years. Such lamps to be furnished and kept in 
running order by contracting party and located in such 
places as may be designated by the Selectmen of said 
Town. 

The Lancaster & Jefferson Electric Company bid as 
follows: 

First: 150-30 candle power IBINDS: 1 year con- 
tract $1.25 per light per month. 

Second: 130-80 candle power, 5 year contract 
$1.18 per light per month. 
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The Jones & Linscott Company did not bid on are 
lights as they were not equipped to furnish current for 
same, 

Jones & Linscott did not submit bid for one -year 
contract as they did not care to equip for so short a 
contract. 

This bid was as follows: 

130-30 candle power lamps, 5 year contract $9.60 
per light per month. 

As many ares as required by Town at $75.00 per 
year. 

The contract was awarded to Jones & Linscott for 
5) vears.
